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CHURCH HISTORY 


Five years after the first settlers crossed the 
Mississippi River into Dubuque, Iowa, a Mr. John 
Gaylord settled in Section seven of Penn township. 
He was the first man to settle in the vicinity of what 
is now called North Liberty. Mr. Gaylord came here 
during the summer of 1838. A year later he was 
followed by the Dennison brothers and John Hadley 
from Ohio and Illinois. At present there are several 
descendants of the J. B. Dennison family attending 
this church, They are the Cora Anthony, Leonard 
Sentman families, and Miss Myrtle Work, The 
Dennison brothers and John Hadley made their way 
into the new territory in wagons drawn by oxen, 

They stayed a short time with John Gaylord while 
they got out logs and built two cabins, J. B. and 

A, C, Dennison broke the first furrows on their new 
claim. The land lay about a mile northwest of the 
town of North Liberty. The plowing of the land se- 
cured their right to the land. This was the second 
claim in the township, In 1839 there were only three 
cabins and these early pioneers were banded together 
to conquer the frontier of Iowa. 


The community grew slowly but in due time be- 
gan to function, The first sermon preached among 
the people was some time before 1841, The first 
marriage that was performed was in 1842. By March 
1846 the community was set apart as a civil town- 
ship to be known as Penn township. Ina log school- 
house near Chapman's, the first election was held. 
The first meeting of the board of trustees was held 
in a schoolhouse in what now is known as the town of 
North Liberty, This community was called North 
Bend, It received its name from a bend in the Iowa 
River several miles to the north of the community. 


Methodist preachers came with the first settlers 
into this little community ninety miles from Dubuque, 
Sometime before 1844, Elder Limback, a Methodist 
preacher delivered the first sermon in what then 
was called Wilson's Grove, a mile or more just east 
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of our present church, In 1841 just three years 
after the arrival of the first settlers, the North 
Bend Methodist Class was organized with seven 
members. The Reverend J. L. Kirkpatrik of the 
Iowa Missions was the pastor in charge as the or- 
ganizing class met ina cabin in Section eight, For 
twelve years this society continued to hold its meet- 
ings in various cabins. Except for an occasional 
missionary, the Methodists had no competition in 
‘*soul saving’’ for about six years. Shortly before 
1847, Missionaries for the Church of God came and 
were successful in organizing a church with six 
members, Their membership increased rapidly and 
by 1868 they were able to build a $4,000. church, 
The Zion Evangelical Lutheran church was organized 
in 1850 with a membership of eleven. By 1861 they 
built a church costing $1200. 


In the early part of the year 1853 the Methodist 
people began planning to build a church of their own, 
With a caravan of ox teams they crossed the prairies 
to Muscatine for lumber to be used in the building of 
their first church which was a small structure cost- 
ing $700. Today that first Methodist church is still 
standing and is used as a granary on a farm south of 
North Liberty. The land upon which this first church 
stood was purchased from Mr. John Wilson for the 
sum of $10.00, and now this is the same spot where 
the present church stands. The sum of ten dollars 
was paid by the following trustees: John W. Alt, 
Jacob Alt, George Wein, and others, 


By 1855 the church was dedicated by Reverend 
George B. Wilson who had built the first church in 
Iowa City. This gave the Methodist church recog- 
nition and North Bend appears in the conference 
minutes for the first time in 1856, After the organ- 
ization was well underway, a missionary spirit began 
to arise. In 1864 fourteen people made missionary 
gifts in the name of the Muscatine District which is 
a division of the Iowa Conference Missionary Society. 
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This was our first Missionary Society. In 1907 
during the pastorate of Reverend J. W. Hamilton, 
the Ladies’ Aid was organized. Mrs. Mary Colony 
was elected president, Those who were members 
and are still living (1951) are: Mrs. Mary Colony, 
Mrs. Emma Alt, Mrs, Iowa, Lentz, and Mrs. Cora 
Young. There were fifty-eight members in 1918. 
In 1895 the Methodist Church had increased its 
members and now began to talk of a larger church, 
Under the leadership of our pastor, Reverend Wade 
Barclay, the present church was built, The church 
membership continued to increase and more Sun- 
day School rooms were badly needed, Under the 
supervision of our pastor, Reverend J. H, Krenmeyer, 
the basement was enlarged. 


A great spiritual boost came to the church when 
one of its finest young women gave herself to the 
work of Jesus Christ in the missionary field in India; 
Miss Lucile Colony. She spent twenty years in India 
and at present time she is executive secretary of 
the India Division of the Board of Missions at New 
York City, New York, 


In 1922, the Lucile Colony Auxiliary of the 
Women's Foreign Missionary Society was organized. 
There were twenty-seven members, The officers 
were President, Mrs, L. L, Lentz; Corresponding 
Secretary, Eleanor Colony; Recording Secretary 
Mrs, Mabel Stoner; Vice-President, Mrs, Mattie 
Stoner; Vice-President, Mrs, Mattie Stoner; and 
Treasurer, Mrs, Bert Myers. Regular monthly 
meetings were held for eighteen years, At the end 
of that time the ladies’ groups were organized into 
what we now have as the Women's Society of Chris- 
tian Service (1940), The first officers of the W.S.C.S, 
were: President, Mrs. Verne Colony; Vice-President, 
Mrs, Agda Alt; Treasurer, Mrs, Irene Coglan; Re- 
cording Secretary, Mrs, Mabel Snavely; Correspond- 
ing Secretary, Mrs, Maude Chidester; Secretary of 
Missionary Education, Mrs, Bert Myers; Secretary 
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of Social Relations, Mrs. Edith Ranshaw; and Secre-~- 
tary of Young Women's Work, Eloise Martin, 


When the parsonage in Tiffen burned down, (it 
was the parsonage for both the North Liberty and 
Tiffen churches) the property of John Croziers ad- 
joining the church property was purchased in 1924, 
and it became the parsonage, 


Reverend Tennant was our minister for a few 
years and in 194] he supervised the installation of a 
new furnace, They also had the parsonage painted. 
When Arthur Brent was in charge, he supervised the 
graveling of a parking lot and also'a playground back 
of the church. The interior of the church was also 
redecorated and the parsonage was improved with 
running water and a bathroom, 


Reverend Arthur Griffen, Dorothy, his wife, and 
two children, Bobby and Nancy, came to North 
Liberty in June 1949, and the church is fortunate in 
having such a capable pastor who helps guide us 
along God's way.
